During Coffee County Commission meeting 
EMA director encourages citizens 


in 


to not lose focus on taking safety 
precautions against COVID-19

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday morning, Oct. 12, 
county EMA director James 
Brown reminded citizens to 
remain steadfast in taking 
precautions to combat the 
COVID-19 virus. 

“Don’t lose focus,” 
Brown said. “The COVID- 
19 trend is going upwards 
somewhat [over the past 
couple of weeks] for our 
area.” 

He said the county had 
twice as many new cases 
over the past two weeks as 
it did a month ago. He said 
a month ago, the county was 
averaging about seven new 


cases per day, and that 
number is up to about 13 per 
day now. 

Brown said some of that 
may be because of ‘pan- 
demic fatigue’ where people 
become less cautious about 
following safety recommen- 
dations and thus end up 
coming in contact with the 
virus more easily. 

While he said this keeps 
the county in the moderate 
tisk category, Brown said it 
is not nearly as bad as it was 
in July; however, he said cit- 
izens need to remember that 
COVID-19 is still out there 
and safety precautions 
should be followed. 

One of the current posi- 
tive cases for the county is 
District Three Commis- 
sioner Josh Carnley. Com- 
missioners prayed for his 
quick recovery from the 
virus during the meeting’ 's 
prayer Monday morning.

Elba City Council certifies vote canvass from Oct. 6th mayoral runoff election

The Elba City Council 
met Monday night, Oct. 12, 
for the first of two monthly 
meetings held each month, 
and the first order of busi- 
ness was a pub- 
lichearingona Elba 
request from 
Monterrey’s 
Café Grille to 
obtain an alco- 
hol license. 

No citizen 
was in atten- 
dance to speak 
on the matter at 
the public hear- 
ing, and city 
clerk Sally 
Bane con- 
firmed the 
owner had 
completed all 
paperwork nec- 
essary to re- 
ceive a yay or 
nay from the 
council on the matter. 

The public hearing was 
adjourned, and the council 
immediately convened the 
council meeting, during 
which council members 
voted to approve an alcohol 
license for Monterrey’s 
Café Grille LLC. The mo- 
tion to approve was made 
by council member Jane 
Brunson with a second from 
council member Gappa 
Wise. There were no oppos- 
ing votes. 

The council canvassed 
the municipal runoff elec- 


both Tom Mad- 
dox and Tim 
Johnson for the 
campaigns each 
ran in the recent 
mayor’s 
tion. He said he 
felt each was 
very knowledge- 
able and did 
very well. 


tion results from the Oct. 
6th mayoral election, and 
then approved a resolution 
stating that Tom Maddox 
received a majority of the 
votes cast for the office of 
mayor. The resolution 
further stated 
that Maddox 
was declared 
as duly elected 
to the office of 
mayor for the 
term beginning 
the first Mon- 
day in No- 
vember 2020: 

Of 634 total 
votes [in per- 
son and absen- 
tee] Maddox 
received 339, 
and his chal- 
lenger Tim 
Johnson _re- 
ceived 295 
votes. 

During her 
report to the 
council, assistant city clerk 
Pat Boothe said the interim 
street superintendent had 
turned in his two-week no- 
tice to the city. Therefore, 
she said the city would be 
advertising for a new full- 
time street superintendent 
[there is an advertisement 
for this job on Page 6 of 
today’s paper]. 

The council approved the 
payment of bills totaling 
$210,037.70 for the month. 
This was approved after 
Mayor Mickey Murdock 
spent several minutes re-

viewing the bills and ex- 
plaining several ‘stand outs’ 
to council members. 

Upon request of the city’s 
airport authority board, the 
council approved a res- 
olution to apply for federal 
and state matching funds for 
an airport improvement 
project for the Carl Folsom 
Field Airport during Fiscal 
Year 2021. The project 
scope, according to infor- 
mation provided to council 
members, would involve 
taxilane rehabilitation and 
construction. 

According to engineers 
for the project, the taxilanes 
immediately adjacent to the 
north taxilanes at the airport 
have deteriorated to the 
point they are a constant 


issue. Therefore, airport of- 
ficials would like to re- 
habilitate/mill and overlay 
the existing taxilane pave- 
ment to prevent further is- 
sues and damage to aircraft. 
Also, following the recent 
completion of the south t- 
hanger, the airport would 
like to construct an ad- 
ditional taxilane in this area 
to facilitate the construction 
of another t-hanger and 
another box hanger. This, 
according to airport offi- 
cials, would promote future 
growth of the airport. 
Following a brief discus- 
sion on the matter, council 
member Brunson said the

Elba mayor announces Oct. 31 
from 4-7 p.m. as neighborhood 
trick-or-treating time this year 


During the Elba City 


~Council meeting Monday 


night, Oct. 12, Mayor 
Mickey Murdock noted the 
Chamber would not be host- 
ing Pumpkins on the Square 
in Elba this year due to the 
ongoing COVID-19 pan- 
demic. Instead, he said the 
city would allow neighbor- 
hood trick-or-treating on 
Saturday, Oct. 31, from 4 
p.m. until 7 p.m. for young- 
sters. 

“Homeowners that want 
to participate and give out 
candy should have their 
porch lights on during this 
designated time,” Murdock 
said. “Those who don’t 
want to participate can just 
leave their porch lights off 
as a sign to the trick-or- 
treaters.” 

The mayor said the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce 
formed a committee to seek 
input from the community 
to evaluate the event that 
normally is attended by over 
4,000 people. The 
Chamber’s committee had 


representatives from par- 
ents, businesses, city coun- 
cil, police officers, and 
medical professionals. 

He said the recommenda- 
tion of that committee was 
to allow outdoor trick-or- 
treating that can be coordi- 
nated by individual families. 
' “Everything has been 
really upended this year,” 
said Sandy Bynum, ex- 
ecutive director of the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce. 
“And everyone is searching 
for a little bit of joy. Hallo- 
ween is one of those holi- 
days that everyone can 
celebrate in their own way 
while still coming together.” 

There’s no question that 
Halloween will look differ- 
ent in Elba this year, Bynum 
said; however the greater 
the distance, the fewer the 
people, the lower the risk of 
spreading the coronavirus. 
Everyone is advised to 
lower their risk when trick- 
or-treating on Oct. 31st by 
following public health 
safety regulations. 


Coffee County begins legal process to 
vacate a portion of County Road 411

Assistant county engineer 
Michael Walters presented 
several items for Coffee 
County Commissioners to 
approve Monday, Oct. 12, 
during the regular bi- 
monthly meeting for the 
Commission. 

Upon request by Walters, 
commissioners voted to 
begin the process to vacate 
a portion of County Road 
411. The assistant engineer 
said this request came from 
the abutting landowners. 

The portion of the road to 
be vacated will begin ap- 
proximately 1,920 feet from 
the intersection of County 
Road 411 and Alabama 
Highway 189. 760 feet is 
the length of road requested 
to be vacated. [There is a 
Notice of Public Hearing 
advertisement on Page 6 of 
today’s paper that further 
explains]. 

A public hearing on this 
matter will be held Monday, 
Nov. 9, at 9 a.m. during the 
Coffee County Commission 
meeting that day. 

Commissioners gave ap- 


proval for five of the 
county’s dump trucks to be 
placed in the J M Wood 
Auction in March 2021 for 
sale. After approving the 
motion to place the used 
dump trucks in the auction, 
commissioners also ap- 
proved a motion to allow 
the county highway depart- 
ment to order five new 
dump trucks off the ACCA 
joint bid at $154,163 each. 

Also, during Monday’s 
meeting, commissioners ap- 
proved for the highway de- 
partment to order a second 
durapatcher [off joint bid] 
and two batwing bush hogs 
[off state contract]. 

Upon request of county 
administrator Rod Morgan, 
commissioners approved a 
motion to surplus a 2014 
model Ford vehicle that had 
been used by the investiga- 
tions division of the sher- 
iff’s department, and sell the 
vehicle as surplus to the 
Geneva County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

County extension coordi- 
nator Gavin Mauldin said 
the cattlemen’s organization

There are those who would 
suggest Google get a better example than the White 
House — or maybe someone shares our dream of that 
really happening. 


Bloomberg reports that the 50 richest Americans com- 
bined net worth is more than the net worth of the bottom 
165 million of their fellow Americans.

*** The Elba Tigers saw their playoff hopes take a 
major hit last week with a wild 48-42 region road loss to 
Abbeville. The loss was the second in region play for the 
Tigers, which means they must win the last two region 
games in the coming weeks to even make the post-season 
party. Elba had hopes of being at home in the first round of 
the playoffs, but that is now gone, as with two games left 
for all the teams in the region G.W. Long is undefeated, 
while Geneva County and Abbeville both have just one re- 
gion loss.

The Elba offense did put 42 points on the scoreboard in 
last week’s loss, but except for big plays saw its single-wing 
attack stymied for most of the night. The two running backs 
in the backfield (Collin Harrison and Jacquez Prince) com- 
bined for just 45 yards on 22 carries, and while the Tigers 
did prove they could still be effective passing, the running 
game was slowed down for the first time all season.

Tigers outscored in 
48-42 region defeat

The Elba Tigers saw their playoff hopes hit a major snag 
last week with a wild 48-42 region loss to the Abbeville Yel- 
lowjackets, at Abbeville. 

How wild was it? The big region contest was wild from the 
start as the two teams combined for 13 touchdowns, including 
7 td’s of 55 yards or more; had 3 more touchdowns nullified 
by penalties; rolled up a total of 869 yards in total offense; and 
were flagged for a total of 26 penalties for 246 yards. 

Abbeville stole the football from an Elba runner on the 
game’s initial play from scrimmage and after the turnover 
went 35 yards in three plays to get on the scoreboard. Mar- 
tavious Glanton scored the game’s first touchdown on a 28- 
yard gallop and also ran in the two-point conversion giving 
Abbeville the 8-0 lead with 10:59 left in the opening quarter. 

A 31-yard kickoff return by Collin Harrison set the Tigers 
up at their own 39-yardline to begin the ensuing possession, 
and from there it took Elba four plays to pull even. A 59-yard 
run by Iverson Lane was a key play in the scoring drive, while 


| Harrison scored the Tiger touchdown on a 2-yard run. Harri- 


son also ran in the two-point conversion to pull Elba even at 
8-8 with 9:06 left in the quarter. 

Elba began its next series near midfield after an Abbeville 
punt and this time the Tigers went 56 yards in two plays to 
take their only lead of the night. The score came on a 55-yard 
dash up the middle of the field by Chrystyile Caldwell, and 
while a two-point run failed to produce points, Elba was on 
top 14-8 with 6:23 remaining in the first quarter. 

Abbeville began its next possession at its own 37-yardline 
and covered the distance to the endzone in four plays to re- 
gain the lead for good. The score came on a S-yard touch- 


down toss from Martavious Glanton to Randy Glanton, and 


Wauntaviois Conley ran in the two-point conversion to put 
the ‘Jackets back on top 16-14 with 4:19 left in the quarter. 

Abbeville regained possession at its own 35-yardline after 
an Elba punt and this time needed only one play to reach the 
endzone as on first down Martavious Glanton took the snap, 
turned the corner and raced 65 yards for a touchdown. Ri- 
cavious Dozier ran in the two-conversion as Abbeville’s lead 
grew to 24-14 with 42-seconds left in the stanza. 

Elba failed to move the chains on its ensuing possession, 
but got the ball right back on a fumble recovery by Carson 
Wise at the Abbeville 25-yardline, and cashed in the turnover 
on fourth down and eight when Jacquez Prince hooked up 
with Peyton McCart on a 23-yard scoring strike. A two-point 
run failed to add points, but with 8:17 left in the second 
quarter the Tigers were within 24-20. 

Abbeville ‘s quick strike offense needed only two plays to 
go 64 yards on its ensuing possession as this time the Yel- 
lowjackets got back in the endzone.on a 64-yard touchdown 
toss from Martavious Glanton to Randy Glanton. A two-point 
tun failed to produce points, but with 7:22 left in the quarter 
Abbeville’s lead was up to 30-20. 

Elba began its ensuing possession at its own 20-yardline 
and the Tigers quickly covered the 80 yards to the endzone 
in only four plays, with the score coming on a 57-yard pass 
from Jacquez Prince to Chrystyile Caldwell. Prince ran in the 
two-point conversion as Elba pulled within BO28 with 4:55 
left in the half. 

Elba turned back an Abbeville scoring threat on the game’s 
next offensive series with a pass interception by John Martin 
Wilson in the endzone, and it appeared the Tigers had re- 
gained the lead in the final minute of the half on a 76-yard 
pass from Prince to McCart. However, the long scoring pass 
was wiped out by a penalty flag, and at halftime Abbeville 
was still on top 30-28. 

Abbeville received the second half kickoff and went 58 
yards in six plays to extend its lead. The ‘Jacket score came 
on a 37-yard run by Martavious Glanton, and while a two- 
point pass missed its target, the Yellowjackets lead was up to 
36-28 with 8:09 left in the third quarter. 

Elba’s Chrystyile Caldwell recovered a Yellowjackets 
fumble at the Abbeville 19-yardline late in the quarter, and 
the Tigers again cashed in the turnover to cut into the Abbe- 
ville lead. The touchdown came on the first play of the fourth 
quarter on a 13-yard pass from Jacquez Prince to Iverson 
Lane, and while a two-point pass fell incomplete, the Tigers 
were within 36-34 with 11:52 remaining in the fourth 
quarter. 

Abbeville began its next offensive series at its own 31- 
yardline and went 69 yards in three plays to pad its lead. Mar- 
tavious Glanton hooked up with Randy Glanton for the third 
time in the game, this time on a 67-yard td toss, and while a 
two-point run failed, the Yellowjackets lead was up to 42-34 
with 9:50 left on the clock. 

Elba threatened to score on its next two possessions as the 
Tigers reached a first down at the Abbeville 29-yardline on 
its ensuing possession, and then got back down to the Abbe- 
ville 26-yardline late in the quarter. However, the Tigers 
failed to cash in either scoring opportunity, and then watched 
as Abbeville stuck a dagger in Elba’s comeback hopes when 
on fourth down the Yellowjackets faked a punt and Ricavious 
Dozier raced 65 yards for a touchdown. A two-point run was 
stopped, but with 2:09 left on the clock Abbeville’s lead had 
grown to 48-34. 

The Tigers refused to quit and went 80 yards in three plays 
on their next possession to get back within striking distance. 
The score came on a 60-yard touchdown toss from Jacquez 
Prince to Iverson Lane, and Collin Harrison ran in two-point 
conversion to pull Elba within 48-42 with 1:40 still left on 
the clock. 

Abbeville recovered an on-sides kick to regain possession, 
and simply ran out the clock. The Tigers left the field after ab- 
sorbing a 48-42 region loss.

Kinston Bulldogs drop 34- 


12 homecoming battle to 
talented McKenzie Tigers

The Kinston Bulldogs saw their playoff hopes come 
crashing down Friday night with a 34-12 homecoming loss 
to the McKenzie Tigers, at Bulldog Stadium 

McKenzie scored on its initial two possessions to grab an 
early 14-0 lead, with the first Tiger touchdown coming on 
a 39-yard run by Kamern Daniels, and the second score 
coming on a 3-yard run by Daniels, who also added the two- 
point conversion. 

Daniels added his third td of the half with 9:33 left in the 
second quarter as the Tigers lead grew to 20-0, but this time 
the Bulldogs responded and went 83 yards in 14 plays to 
get on the scoreboard. Addison Hudson rushed for 59 yards 
on 10 carries and scored the Bulldog touchdown on a |-yard 
run, as the “Dogs pulled within 20-6. 

McKenzie bounced right back and scored on a 2-: yard run 
by Jakarrie McPherson with 47 ticks left on the clock to 
carry a 28-6 lead in at the half. 

The Tigers scored on their initial possession of the third 
quarter on a 3-yard run by Travarius Rudolph to push their 
lead to 34-6, and while Kinston scored with 30-seconds left 
in the game on a l-yard run by Hudson, the score simply 
changed the final score as McKenzie left with a big 34-12 
region win. 

Addison Hudson rushed for 123 yards on 26 carries and 
scored two touchdowns to lead Kinston. 

The Bulldogs will be on the road this week when they 
travel to Pleasant Home for a region match-up with the 
Pleasant Home Eagles

The Brantley Bulldogs ran up and down the field almost 
at will Friday night in a 56-12 region win over the Georgi- 
ana Panthers, in Georgiana. 

The Bulldogs, which rushed for 443 yards, scored on 
their first possession on a 13-yard touchdown run by Ke- 
nuwyn Dixon, while Robert Shine scored on a 26-yard run 
on the ‘Dogs second possession and later added his second 
score to put the Bulldogs in command early. A 92-yard dash 
by Dixon on the final play of the opening quarter extended 
Brantley’s lead, while other Bulldog touchdowns came on 
a 65-yard run by Kedrick Brown, a 77-yard fumble return 
by Brown, and a 59-yard touchdown toss from Dixon to 
Brown. 

Kenuwyn Dixon passed for 105 yards and two touch- 
downs and rushed for 146 yards and two touchdowns to 
spark the Bulldog offense, while Kedrick Brown caught 
three passes for 105 yards and one td and rushed for 83 
yards and one td, and Robert Shine rushed for 145 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

The Brantley defense was led by Kedrick Brown with 14 
tackles, including 3 tackles for losses and a fumble recovery 
for a touchdown, while Luke Kilcrease added 6 4 tackles 
and Carson Jones had 3 4 stops. 

Brantley rushed for 443 yards and passed for 107 yards 
for a total of 550 yards in total offense, while Georgiana 
rushed for 123 yards and passed for 201 yards for a total of- 
fense of 324 yards. 

Brantley will travel to Red Level Friday night in region 
play, while Georgiana hosts Samson.

Although the number of 
hunting accidents has held 
steady for the last several 
years, Captain Marisa Futral 
doesn’t want Alabama’s 
hunters to take anything for 
granted during the state’s 
lengthy hunting seasons.

Hunter Education Coordi- 
nator, said accidents for the 
past five years have aver- 
aged about 20 per hunting 
season, which she considers 
encouraging but not the ul- 
timate goal. 

Of the 22 accidents dur- 
ing the 2019-2020 season, 
WFF staff had reports of 
eight non-fatal firearms ac- 
cidents, one fatal firearms 
accident, 10 non-fatal trees- 
tand accidents and three 
fatal treestand accidents. 

“Of our non-fatal fire- 
arms accidents, half of them 


_ were self-inflicted,” Futral 


said. “The other half was 
failure to properly identify 
the target. The one fatality 
was failure to identify the 
target during turkey season. 
We really need to emphasize 
properly identifying the tar- 
get before you put your 
finger on the trigger. 

“And don’t get compla- 
cent. One of the non-fatal 
firearms accidents occurred 
when the hunter tripped and 
shot himself in the foot. 
Hunters need to be con- 
stantly aware of the muzzle 
direction of their firearm. Of 
the 13 treestand accidents, 
the victims either weren’t 
wearing safety harnesses or 
they weren’t attached to the 
tree. You need to be attached 
to the tree the entire time 
you're off the ground.” 

“A wide variety of acces- 
sories is available to ensure 
you are attached to the tree 
at all times,” she said. “Har- 
nesses are much more com- 
fortable than they were 10 
years ago. They are easy to 
put on and are lightweight.” 

Follow all manufacturer’s 
instructions for use of a 
safety harness and stand.

allow coaches to keep prac- 
tices scheduled on weather 
days while players will have 
a place to hit and pitch later 
in the day or during rain.

Two Zion Chapel 


On Saturday, Sept. 26, the 
Zion Chapel Bass Team 
continued writing its story 
as team members launched 
their boats and cast their 
lines into the waters at Lake 
Mitchell, located just off I- 
65 and ten miles due east of 
Clanton in central Alabama. 

This was the team’s sec- 
ond tournament of the sea- 
son with the Wiregrass 
Student Angler Trail. 

According to the Ala- 
bama Department of Con- 
servation and Natural 
Resources, Lake Mitchell is 
a 5,850-acre impoundment 
on the Coosa River with 
147 miles of shoreline. 
Multiple public and private 
boat ramps provide access 
to Mitchell Lake. Reg- 
istered anglers in this tour- 
nament launched their boats 
from the Higgins Ferry Park 
on the west side of the lake. 

The ZCBT left Elba, Ala., 
on Thursday afternoon prior 
to the tournament to travel 
to Clanton, Ala., where they 


spent the night and prepared . 


for a day of practice fishing 
on Friday. They were seek- 
ing the big ones in anticipa- 
tion of relocating them 
again on Saturday. 

Before daylight Saturday 
morning, the ZCBT anglers 
docked their boats and then 
went to the check-in table to 
pick up their boat flag and a 
copy of the tournament 
tules. Boat numbers/flags 
are assigned and are not on 
a first come basis. For the 
first time since competing, 
one of the Zion Chapel 
boats garnered #1. Once 
boats were in the water, they 
had to stage south from the 
ramp and line up in order at 
the dock to begin blast off. 

As the boat numbers were 
called, they idled to the 
dock for boat check. Check 
off includes lights, life 
jackets, and kill switch on at 
that time.. If a boat does not 
comply, they are sent to the 
back of the line. Boat flags, 
as always, must be securely 
attached in a visible location 
and not removed until 
weigh-in bags are picked up 
at the end of the day. 

After passing inspection, 
the four boats representing 
the ZCBT were off for a 
great day of fishing. When 
anglers returned for weigh- 
in at 2 p.m., they had to 
check in at dock and pro- 
ceed to the tent to get a 
weigh-in bag. After they

After weighing 
in, they had to get their 
boats off the dock ASAP 
due to limited space. Dur- 
ing all the weigh-in activ- 
ities, the anglers were 
required to wear face cover- 
ings and practice social dis- 
tancing. 

After checking in and 
weighing their catch, the 
ZCBT anglers were smiling. 
Lake Mitchell had been 
kind to them. All teams 
caught fish. Two teams fin- 
ished in the top ten, one of 
which is a new team this 
year, and they also had the 
second biggest fish of the 
tournament. 

Out of 71 boats, the team 
of Padgett and Young fin- 
ished in third place with a 
limit of five fish weighing 
9.96 pounds; their captain 
for the day was Kyle Pad- 
gett. 

The team of Johns/Fitz- 
Gerald, with Brian Lasiter 
as captain, finished tenth 
place with four fish weigh- 
ing 8.82 pounds. Their big- 
gest fish placed second and 
weighed 3.35 pounds. 
Their captain won a gift cer- 
tificate from Southern Out- 
door Sports in the drawing 
for door prizes held prior to 
the trophy awards for the 
top five finishers.
